ORDER CONCERNING ASSIGNMENT OF ADVERSARY PROCEEDING 


On May 31, 2023, the Court entered the Order to Show Cause Concerning 
Assignment of Adversary Proceeding (Docket Entry No. 5 in Adv. Proc. No. 23-00038) (the

as Bankruptcy Case numbers due to software limitations). 
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“Order to Show Cause’), directing Defendants” to show cause as to why the Court should not 
reject the Action as an adversary proceeding and refer the Action to the Clerk of Court for 
processing and judicial assignment in accordance with the ordinary procedures of the District 
Court because the Court’s review of the Complaint and the Notice of Removal did not reveal a 
clear basis for concluding that the Action falls within the scope of Title II] of PROMESA. 


In their response to the Order to Show Cause (Docket Entry No. 7 in Adv. Proc. 
No. 23-00038), Defendants state that they “have no objection to this removal being referred to 
the Clerk of Court for processing and judicial assignment in accordance with the ordinary 
procedures of the District Court.” 


Accordingly, for substantially the reasons set forth in the Order to Show Cause, 
the Court hereby refers the above-captioned litigation to the Clerk of Court for processing and 
judicial assignment in accordance with the ordinary procedures of the District Court.
